On 5th January 1913, following several 
failed attempts to force a Home Rule Bill 
through Parliament, the Ulster Unionist 
Council implemented the formation of the 
ULSTER VOLUNTEER FORCE. 

The UVF was made up of Units of Protestant 
men (and in some cases Catholic men!), who 
opposed the Government’s plans for Ulster. 
These men were prepared to ‘fight “til death’, 
to prevent said treachery taking affect! 

All over Ireland, Scotland, England and 
Wales, loyal Ulster Volunteer Units, Compa- 
nies and Battalions mobilised. 

Their Leaders and inspirations were men such 
as Edward Carson, James Craig, Frederick 
Hugh Crawford, Lord Londonderry 
and world renown author, Rudyard 
Kipling, (to name but a few). 

Although the UVF boasted tens of 
thousands of Volunteers in its ranks, 
what it lacked was formidable fire- f 
power! In April of 1914, the afore- 
mentioned Frederick Hugh Crawford, 
set off for Europe to secure a shipment 
of arms and ammunition, that would 
effectively raise the UVF to full mili-|- 
tary status!

With these scenarios in mind, an assurance was 
sought by Carson and the UVF Leadership. 

The agreement was ~ The Ulster Volunteers 
would don the khaki of the British Army, and 
in turn, a ‘Home Rule deal’ would not be put 
through Parliament whilst the Volunteers were 
on European Service. 

This condition was duly accepted by the 
British Government and in turn, the UVF 
(who were now joined by the Young Citizen 
Volunteers Of Ireland), became the legen- 
dary 36th Ulster Division. 

At camps like Ballykinlar and Clandeboye. the 
36th Ulster’s trained as regular soldiers, before 
leaving these shores in search of victory on the 
Fields of France. The lads who once 
BE took the UVF’s Sacred Oath, were 
now British Soldiers, the ultimate rec- 
ognition of professionalism and dedi- 
cation! 

Once they defended the honour of 
Ulster, now they would fight to defend 
the honour of civilisation! 

They set off as boys, none of them

1st JULY 1916 
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Pheep! The shrill whistle smashed the si- 

lence at 07.30 hrs, on 1st July 1916. 

It was Zero-hour! The moment that all had 

longed for....... And dreaded! 

Slowly, deliberately and bravely, our boys 

left their trenches and marched in count- 

less ranks, towards the German front line.

Just a few lines in reply to your ever wel- 
come letter, and glad to see by it that you 
are all well at home.

Dear Mother, 
We are up here in the trenches these last 
few days. I am writing this letter on the 
side of the trench. No less than five shells 
have burst beside me since I started to 
write. One may get used to the rifle bullets 
and [one] does! But you can never get used 
to the shells, they make such an awful 
noise. But the German bullet is not yet 
made that is to kill me. 
I must thank you for what you sent me in 
your parcel. You are so awful good to me. 
I do not know how I will ever repay you. 
All in the parcel was alright...you must 
have spent some time packing it. 

All my love. 
The bonding effects of the Orangeman and 
the UVF Volunteer are also emphasised in the 
following comment made by a soldier. 
“I could not turn down an invitation to go 
and meet again, those men who stood with 
me at the quayside that Friday night back 
home, when we brought the guns in. 
(Editor’s note, reference UVF Gunrunning 
of 1914). 
It is difficult for the English to understand 
the loyalty we have for each other and the 
comradeship we enjoy as Orangemen”. 
The gallantry of the Volunteers of the 36th 
Ulster Division is indeed legend. 
These men from the back streets and villages 
of Ulster, proved their worth at The Somme, 


with rifle and fixed bayonet. 


Their deeds and their name will live for all 
eternity. 

The once much ridiculed boys of the Ulster 
Volunteer Force, who drilled with wooden 
rifles and had difficulty telling their right foot 
from their left on the parade ground, were
